S. so generally regarded as the initials of 
Jesus Ilominem Satoator, (Jesus, Savior ol men) 
are really an anglicized form of the first three let- 
ters ot the name Jesus in Greek capitals — 
III SO YS. The name was often abbrev iated to 
HIS in manuscript. By mistaking the second 
letter (the Greek eta=e long, the capital of which 
is like our H) 'or rr, the name appeared in the 
middle ages as Ifaa, hence the ingenious fiction of 
taking each letter to stand for a word, and spell- 
ing out therefrom, Jesus Ilominem Salvator. 

Brother Isaac lloffert, of Clarion, Charlevoix 
Co., Michigan, sends for the paper, and counsels 
moderation toward our persecutors.

A Manuel of Medeval and Modern History. 
Van Awtwerp, Bragg t Co., Cincinnati faud New 
York. 

It is in five parts. Book I. ii of the Dark Ages, 
covering the period between 476 — 1096, A. D. 
Book II. telle of the occurrences between 1096 and 
141)2, called the Middle |AgeB. Book IIL relates 
to the Modern Era, trom 14ft2 — 1648. From 1648 
— 1789 comprises book IV. Book V. is headed 
the Age of Revolutions, and embraces trom 1789 
to 1873. It/coMaina a number of fine maps of the 
countries, the history ot which is narrated. It is 
uot only a good school book, but worthy of a place 
in the library of auy scholar, as a book of refer- 
ence, being furnished with a very elaborate table 
of contents..
